ton Likely to .Resign

FAVORS NAMING WOMAN

Four members of the Board of Fdu-
eaition, aslde from Simon Gratz, presi-
dent of that body, nre snid to be plan-
ning to resign.

Mr. Gratz has announced that Le will
resign. and said he knew two others
expected to follow his lead.

One of the two is former Judge Dim-
ner Beeber, a member of the important
finance committer and of the special
committee on the new superintendent of
schools,

Mr, Gratz woulld not reveal the name
of the second man he knew was likely
to resign.  He said it was nelther
Avery D, IHarrington nor John Wana-
maker, nor was it *‘Unele Dave'' Lane,

“T would not be surprised, however,'”
said Mrp, Grata, “‘to see Mr. Lane re-
nign alsg.'"

Mr. Marrington, who has been ill,
mide this statement in answer to re-
ports that he planned to resign:

“I have not given the matter serions
consglderation, [ would rather consult
with several members of vhe hoard “bhe-
fore 1 make any definite aunonnce-
ment, '’

Bechor Considers Quliting

“T am considering the matter of re-
signing,” said Mr. Beeber, “‘T am #o
bus* with other things that the work
of the ‘echool board makes sérious in-
ronds on my time. T have not yet made
up my mind to resign, and it is pos-
gible that I may not do so. Tt is quite
true, however, that 1 am giving the
question serious thought.'

The board members whose contem-

palted resignations are gither known or
rumored, therefore, are Gratz, Beeber,

nnme remnins o matter of conjecture,

An important aspect of the impending
resignntions is the possible nppointinent
of women to fill the places of the
veterang who are about to leave the
board.

1 ghould say it is quite possible that
a woman will be appointed to fill one
of the vacancies,"” said Mr, CGrata,

woinan,

As Valuable ns Men

'Now that women have the vote, this
would seem quite within the range of
probabilities, A good woman member
of the board ix just as valuable as n
good man member,  The women may
not be quite as good at the routine of
business, but they are better in other
matters pertaining particularly to their
gex and to children. Many problems
arise in the business of the school board
which could be solved more readily by
a woman than by a man,

1 should like to see n Young man
appointed to one of the vacancies. [
was o young man myself when I began
to sorve on the board, There is an ex-
cellent veawon for appointing a young
man, He ean ‘grow up with the busi-
ness,' and learn it in the intricacy of
its detail ag an older man could not hope
to o, The school syvstem is extremely
complex, and to understand it requires
deep study and constant nttention,

“As to tlie resigonntions, T shall not
resign, nor will the others I know con-
template this course, until thern hox
been nmple time to nreange for our sue-
cossors,  Ten members of the fifteen
mist sign the salary rvolls each wmonth
for the tenchers to get their pay, and it
would be outrageous for ug to leaye the
hoard before provision :-nn?ﬂ be made to
carry ~out this regulation.''

ON GALVESTON PIERS

Italian Steamer and Wheat
Cargo Still Burning—Blaze
Starts in Acid Plant

Galveston, Tex,, Sept, 30.—(By A.
P.)—Flire starting in the sulphur bins
on the Galveston docks this morning
spread rapldly along the waterfront,
destroying I'ier 35 and a part of the
plant of the cotton concentration com-
pany, and causing damage estimated at
considernbly more than a million dol-
Inrs.

The fire on the docks was finally
brought under control, but the Italian
atenmuhip Jitnn and its cargo of wheat,
to which the fire spread, continuel to
burn,

Several steamships in the viciopity of
the fice were moved to places of safety.
Thousands of bales of cotton were de-
stroyad,

Forty freight enrs on tracks at the
sulphur plant were destroyed, ns was
also the plant of the Anchor Milling
Co., a cottonseed grinding concern,

Some estimates were that the fire loss
would exceed $2,000,000,

S. Delmar Townsend Fails to
See Signal at Collingswood,
Due to Heavy Rain

MACHINE KNOCKED 50 FEET,

8. Delmar Townsend, 615 Collings
avenue, Collingswood, N, J., was killed
instantly today when his antomobile
was struck at the Trving avenue cross-
ing of the West Jersey and Seashore
Railroad.

The crash could be heard for several
blocks, and soon a crowd of meveral
hundred persons was gathered at the
keene, AMrs, Townsend, the only sur-
vivor of the victim, falnted when told
that her husband was the man killed in
the wreck,

Townsend was an art decorator and
pnpl-rhan‘nro, with hls place of busi-
ness at his residence. He was just
starting out on the day’'s work when
killed.

It was 8o long before another motor-
ist came by the place where the in-
jured boy ond his chum awaited as-
sistapce that there was no chanee of
recovery when the accond mptorist took
them to the hospital,

The dead boy was Willlam Grimmer,
elghteen yenrs old, 2204 Howell street.
H!u chum was Willlam Kelly, who lives
nearby. They were gunning in the
meadows along Cooper river wpear
Browning rond vesterday when the ac-
cldent bhappened.

Grimmer and Kelly stopped to talk
over the best method of .beating their
way through the resds. Grimmer al-
lowed his gun to drag carelessly be-
tween his lege, Somehow, it went off,
tearing away the whole side of his fare,

Hardly able to see becauss of the
flow of blood and growing weaker svary
minute, Grimmer, aided by Kelly,
started to stagger toward the road,
Kelly had almost to carry his injured
chum the last hundred yards.

Grimmer was seated on a bridge
abutment by the roadside and Kelly did
the best he could to stop the flow of
blood until help arrived. ‘The fiest per-
som to putin an appesrance was a man
in an automobile, sccompanied by his
wife,

Kelly signaled the driver and he
atoﬂml. elli explajned the situation
to him and asked him tg carry Grimmer
to the Cooper Hospital, The man looked
nt Grimmer's bloodstalned features and
then saying something about not want-
ing to ruin his wife's dress with all the
blood, started bis automobile and drove
rapidly away.

The next motorist Kelly halted was
more humane. , When sigoaled, he
stopped, jumped out .and helped Kelly
put Grimmer, who was almost uneon-
sdlous from loss of blood by that time,
into his machine, -

He then drove to the hospital, But it
was too late, Physicians there sald
Grimmer probably would have recovered
had the fiest motorist aided him, bat in
the interval of waiting he lo#t no much
plood that he died about midnight,

Sentence, Cut to 14 Months,
Has Since Expired

BRUTAL TOWARD SOLDIERS

By the Assoclated Press

Washington, Nept. 80, —Former
Lieutenant Frank . (Hard-Boiled)
Bmith, who was convieted by court-
martinl in Franee for brutal treatment
of American soldier prisoners, and sen-
teneed to eighteen months in prison,
win paroled from Fort Jay, N. Y.,
March 20, and since that time his sen-
tence as reduced for good behavior has
expived, it was stated today at the
War Department.

Smith began serving his sentence in
France on May 20, 1019, and wns
transferred to Fort Jay on July 21,
1N, It was stated at the depart-
ment that because of his good behuvior
in prison he was given a ‘home parole™
after serving approximately ten months.

WOMEN WIN; NAMES

Must Be Registered by
Assessors

BASED ON LAW-OF 1895

The names of nearly 3000 women of
this elty were ordered to be placed on
the nssessors’ lists today by Judges
Shoemnker, Bregy and Patterson in
Common Pleas Court No. 1,

Shortly before noon the judges made
the announcement, ending for the pres-
ent at least, the battle the Repubilican
city committee and the Republican Al-
llance has made to foree the nssessors
to place the names on their lists,

Thousands of women were not as-
sessed, the elaim being made that the
city nssesors failed in their duty,

When the econditions became known,
attorneys for the Repuablican organiza-
tions filed many petitions in the courts,
Much to the nstonishment of the peti-
tioners and their lawyers, the court last
week refused to consider them. The
refusal was based upon the constitu-
tion, which states that all persons must
be amsessed two months prior to an
election,

Invoked Law of 1885

At a gubsequent hearing, the judges
advised the lawyers to avail themselves
of a law passed in 1805, which gave
citizens the right to appear in court anid
have their imf

on the list, e
The suggestion of the judges was
the names presented with
‘attnehed Sta from the assessors
that they refused to write the names of
the women on the ligts. The assessors
took this course to comply with the con-
stitution and egable the women to pe-
tition the court.

Today laeopold €, Glass, represent-
ing the Republican city enmmittee: J.
Louis Breitinger, representing the Re-
publican Alliance, and J. Lee Patton,
for the petitioners, appemred  before
Judge Shoemaker with the newly pre-
pared petitions., The judge heard their
arguments and then called the entire
bench into session.

Later, when the declsion was an-
nounced, the court made it clear that
the question was one of assessment and
not of voting. It will be necessury for
all women petitioners to register on Og-
tober 2.

Teoxt of Decision

The court order, in part, is ns fol.
lows:

“From our reading of Section 1,
May 16, 1805, any person who
poseesses the quulificntions can be as-
sessed for the purpose of taxation at
any time, The right to be assessed for
taxation is not limited to the days pre-
ceding the filing of the originn] nssess-
ment by the assessors with the county
commissloners, If thin were so a per-
son could not be amsessed for any elec-
tlon taking place prior to February 1,
1021, in accordance with the provislons
of Article VIII of the constitution of
Pennsylvania, ns the agsessors’ lists are
not required to be returned to them
until December 1, 1020, and in the in-
terim a person could not be ussessed,
